A grant of $800,000 for the pay- 
ment of the salaries of the common 
school teachers of Georgia for Feb- 
ruary and March was announced in 
Washington Wednesday by Flarry L. 
lopkins, director of federal emer- 
gency relief, following a conference 
with Dr. M. D. Collins, state super- 
intendent of s¢hools, and Georgia's 
10 members of the house of represent- 
atives. 

Mr. Hopkins telegraphed Miss Gay 
B. Shepperson, Georgia relief admin- 
istrator, that the fund was available 
for immediate use and the check will 
be forwarded to Atlanta as soon as 
Governor Talmadge has sent an offi- 
cial requisition for the funds. 

“This sum will enable us to pay 
all of our teachers in full for Feb- 
ruary and March,” Dr. Collins said. 
“At a later date we will ask for ad- 
ditional funds to pay those teachers 
who will serve in April and May. A 
great number of the schools will fin- 
ish their terms next month and we 
are happy that our teachers will all 
get their full year’s salary for the 


first time in several vears.” 

Dr. Collins said that the state's | 
two -evators, Senator Walter F.| 
Georre and Richard B. Russell Jr., 
were unable to attend the conference 
with Mr Hopkins because of their 
urgent desire to be in the senate dur- 
ing the debate on veterans’ compen- 
sation. Llowever, both sent formal! 
requests to Mr. Hopkins for the 
grant. Dr. Collins personally thank- 
ed the congressmen for their aid in 
obtaining the funds. 

As a result of the grant the teach- 
ers of the state next week will re-| 
ceive checks of from $120 to .$200) 
each for their work during the past! 
two months.

STERILIZATION 
AS INSANITY BAN 


State Chairman of Char- 

itable Institutions Dis- 
closes Need for More 
Operating Funds. 


MACON, Ga., March 28.—(?)— 
Sterilization was recommended as a 
means of checking the rapid increase 
in insanity today by E. E. Lindsey, 
chairman of the state board of con- 
trol for charitable institutions. He 


also announced a shortage in state 
revenue has caused a 25 per cent re- 
duction in the appropriation {-r 
eleemosynary institutions this year. 

The chairman said insanity and 
mental deficiency appear to be rap- 
idly increasing and that the only cure 
he knew was properly administered 
sterilization. He said _ sterilization 
was not a serious surgical operation 
and woul’ have no effect on those af- 
flicted, except in the propagation of 
children. 

“Blindness is on the decrease,” said 
Chairman Lindsey, addressing the Ma- 
con Rotary Club, “but insanity and 
mental deficiency appear to be rapidly 
increasing. The only cure for this 
know is sterilization properly admin- 
istered. 

“Sterilization, if you properly un- 
derstand it, is not a serious surgical 


operation and does not interfere with | 3 


those sterilized except in the propa- 
gation of children. 

“California has gone further into 
this than any other state, but 27 
states now have this law. Of course, 
this authority should be for the pre- 
vention of insanity and mental de- 
ficiency, and certainly it seems ad- 
visable that the inmates of insane 
asylums of child-bearing age as well as 
the inmates of homes for the feeble- 
minded and other similar classes of 
citizens should be sterilized after be- 
ing passed on by the proper board. 


Of course, sterilization is. always in- 


tended for the “other fellow.”

14 STEEL FIRMS 
ANNOUNCE HIKES 
IN WAGES APRIL 1 


140,000 Other Workers 
Expecting Announce- 
ment Boosting Pay 
Throughout Industry. 


By the Associated Press. 
With at least 186,000 steel workers 


already promised a 10 per cent in- 
crease in their pay envelopes, effective 
April 1, more than 140,000 others to- 
day are expecting an announcement 
that the wage boost will be extended 
throughout this giant industry. 

Steelmen roughly estimate a general 
increase would amou:' to well over 
$3,000,000 a month, and that probably 
more than $1,650,000 a month, is in- 
volved in thé boost thus far an- 
nounced. 

Nineteen steel companies have join- 
ed in the movement within the last 
48 hours, each adding to the evidence 
tending to confirm reports that the 
entire industry already has decided 
on the raise. 

o subsidiaries of the United 
States Steel Corporation and the: sec- 
ond largest producer in the indus- 
try—the Bethlehem Steel Company— 
are among the latest to announce the 
increase. It was indicated that al- 
though United States Steel itself was 
non-committal, the parent corpora- 
tion had approved the boost for the 
subsidiaries. .

REVISED TAX BILL 
GIVEN 10 SENATE 


Levies Will Balance Budg- 
et by 1936, Declares Har- 
rison. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(4)— 
The senate finance committee today 
formally reported tothe senate the 
revised house tax bill designed to raise 
$330,000,000 in additional revenue as 
compared with $258,000,000 provided 
by the house. It included levies which 
Chairman Harrison, democrat, Missis- 
sippi, said promised'a balanced budget 
by 19386. The bill will be taken up to- 
morrow. 

In his report Harrison said the 
committee was in “complete agree- 
ment” on the policy of preventing tax 
avoidance, but felt obliged to revise 
some of the house loophole-closing pro- 
visions. .The committee believed, he 
said, they would have “an unfavor- 
able effect on business and would pre- 
vent ogply an inconsequential amount 
of tax avoidance.” 

Excess Profits Tax. 

To offset many of the eliminations 
and reductions it wrote in the house 
bill, the committee imposed a capital 
stock and excess profits tax patterned 
after those levied by the recovery act, 
effective July 1, 1935, and raised the 
estate tax rates in the case of net es- 
tates valued at more than $1,000,000. 

‘These measures are believed neces- 
sary,” the report said, “first, because 
of the heavy emergency expenditures 
of the government, and second, be- 
cause of the fact that many excise 
taxes under existing law will be auto- 
matically repealed on July 1, 1935. 

“The capital stock anc excess prof- 
its taxes, if imposed on a permanent 
basis, will add stability to our tax sys- 
tem and will produce sufficient addi- 
tional revenue to give assurance of a 
balanced budget by 1936.”

“It is apparent from the message 
of the president transmitting the 
budget, from the budget statements, 
and from the annual] report of the sec- 
retary of the treasury,” said re- 
port. “that the government is vitally 
in need of the additional] revnue sought 
by this bill.” 

_In addition to scores of administra- 
tive changes and several] new taxes, 
the bill contains the same income tax 
schedule as approved by the house 
with the exception it would extend the 
proposed 10 per cent credit for earn- 
ed income to such incomes up to $20.- 
000.000 instead of only $8.000 in the 
house bill. 


BORGLUM ARRIVES 
FOR CONFERENCE 


Meeting To Be Held To- 
day; Sculptor Suggests 
Larger Memorial. 


Ways and means of carrying to 
realization the gigantic memorial to 
the Confederacy planned for the scarp 
of Stone mountain, a project still dear 
to the heart of the south after years 
of delay and reverses, will be dis- 
cussed at a conference at, 10 o'clock 
this morning between Gutzon Bor- 
glum, the sculptor, and members of the 
memorial commission in the office of 
Mayor James L. Key, chairman. 


Mr. Borglum arrived in Atlanta 
Wednesday afternoon from Washing- 
ton for a visit until Saturday after- 
noon which will include a trip to the 
mountain Friday to make a survey 
of the situation at the memorial site. 

The eminent sculptor was full of 
new ideas about the memorial Wed- 
nesday, the principal. one being the re- 
sult of camparison with the scale of 
the Stone mountain project with that 
of the Mount Rushmore memorial on 
which he will resume work in a few 
weeks, 


“The present scale of Stone moun- 
tain memorial is too small, and my 
recommendation will be to increase 
the size of the central group by at 
least a third,” Mr. Borglum said. 
“Mount: Rushmore’s head of Washing- 
ton is 60 feet, and the present Lee’s 
_— at Stone mountain is only 14 
eet.” 

“I still have my original models, 
but they will be changed considerably 
if the work is carried on,” Mr. Bor- 
glum said. “The central feature, in- 
cluding Lee, will be moved eastward 
by at least 500 feet, if my sugges- 
tions are adopted. There are 35 
acres of stone on edge at the memorial 
site, and at present less than an acre 
has been used, 

Although he said that he has fig- 
ured out the probable cost of the proj- 
ect, Mr. Borglum said that he is not 
ready t@ release the figures. The work 
would uire at least six years of

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NEW BIDS OPENED 
FOR MAL SERVIC 
ON 15 AIR ROUTES 


Suspended Lines Must 
Remove 1930 Officers 
Before They May Com- 
pete, Government Rules. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(/)— 
New bids for temporary air mail con- 


tracts were asked by the postoffice 
department today but companies that 
formerly held the awards must first 
reorganize and remove officers who 
attended the now-famous 1930 air mail 
conference before they can compete. 

The announcement showed clearly 
the administration was not weakening 
in its air mail policy and that it re- 
mained firm in its attitude that can- 
cellation of private air mail contracts 
on February 9 was justified. 

“Temporary contracts with commer- 
cial aviation compagies for transport- 
ing air mail will be made within the 
next three weeks,” -Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley said in a statement. 

Advertisements for bids—to be made 
within the next 15 days—are to be 
sent out with the next day or two. 
The successful bidders will be required 
to start operations within 30 days 
after they receive contracts. 

The department announced 15 
routes on which awards are to be 
made. These: total 17,826 miles as 
compared to the 25,248 flown by pri- 
vate operators before their contracts 
were scrapped on the grounds of col- 
lusion and fraud. 

Contracts for. Three Months. 

The temporary certificates are for 
a three-month period but they may 
be extended by the postoffice depart- 
ment one to three mon } 

The effect of the announcement to- 
day, department officials said, would 
be to throw the air mail contract field 
“wide open.” 

Transporters that never held mail 
contracts: may bid on the new awards; 
the reorganized companies and even 
concerns built from the ground up 
may enter the competition provided 
they meet the requirements to be laid 
down by the postoffice and commerce 
departments. 

Officials expect the administration’s 
permanent air mail bill to complete 
the work begun today, which if carried 
through would result in new air mail 
alignments and a lower pay basis. 

Chairman McKellar, of the senate 
postoffice committe, said his commit- 
te had reached virtual agreement to 
report the revised permanent bill. 

The measure also would force re- 
moval from private companies officials 
charged with conspiring with Walter 
F. Brown, former postmaster-general 
to divide up the air mail map at the 
1930 conference.

Senate Passage Predicted 
for Compulsory Control 
Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(4)-- 
Thrust aside today by the considera- 
tion of the independent offices meas- 
ure, the Bankhead bill for compulsory 
cotton control probably will be voted 
on tomorrow in the senate. 

Passage was predicted by adminis- 
tration leaders, despite numerous 


amendments added to the bill, one of 
which would limit the operations of 
the measure to one year, instead vf 
the three contemplated in the original 
proposal. 

Senator Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, co-author of the bill, offered no 
objection to.the changes. Apparent- 
ly, he looks for a conference with the 
house—which has already passed the 
measure—to produce satisfactory leg- 
islation. 

The central feature of the bill re- 
mains. That aims to Mmit cotton mar- 
keting in the 1934-35 crop year to 
10,000,000 bales through the imposi- 
tion of a heavy tax on all sold above 
that figure. 


Teacher and Bialier 
Found Slain in N. Y. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., March. 28.— 
(P)}—Disecovery of the bodies of a 
Manhattan insurance broker and a 
woman school teacher today led to a 
thorough police investigation to de- 
termine if murder or suicide were in- 
volved. 

Thomas G. R. Pierson, 58, and 
Margaret Biederbick, 35, were found 
dead in Pierson’s Brooklyn apart- 
ment. Each had been shot through 
the heart with an old-fashioned .45 
caliber revolver which was found 
four feet from the bed on which the 
bodies lay. 

Deputy Chief Inspector Vincent J. 
Sweeney said it was “a clear case of

GEORGIA TRUCKERS 
ORDERED TO SLASH 


FREIGHT CHARGES 


Reduction of » oly 
mately 28 Per Cent 
Class Rates Go Into Ef- 
fect on May 1. 


The Georgia public service commis- 
sion Wedresday issued an order di- 


recting all trucking companies operat- 
ing within the state to reduce class 
rates, their basic charges, about’ 28 
per cent effective May 1. 

The rate reduction is similar to one 
ordered for the railroads, which also 
will become effective May 1. The 
truck companies, however, will get 
an additional cut as the commission 
directed a revision of their classifica- 
tion system to conform with that of 
the railroads. 

The new rate schedule is the same 
that is in effect in the northern and 
eastern territory. 

Various articles under the classifi- 
cation system are hauled for various 
rates. Members of the commission 
said Wednesday that the reclassifica- 
tion for trucking companies would 
mean that goods would be in the same 
class if hauled by either the railroads 
or trucks. At present an article which 
is hauled in one class by the railroads 
might be in another class as far as 
truck hauling was concerned. 

The commission said that it had no 
estimate of the savings to be brought 
to shippers under the order as much 
of the freight hauled by the trucks is 
moved on special commodity and point- 
to-point rates.

NEW YORK, March 28.—(/)—In 
the foreword of his forthcoming new 
book, “On Our Way,” President 
Roosevelt says if his ‘administration 
“is‘a revolution, it is a peaceful one, 
achieved without violence, without the 
overthrow of the purposes of estab- 
lished law and without the denial of 
just treatment to any individual or 
class.” . 

The proofs of the foreword, given 
out tonight by the publishers, the 
John Day Company, read: 

“Some people have called our new 
policy ‘fascism.’ It is not fascism 
because its inspiration springs from 
the mass of the people themselves 
rather than from a class or a group 
or a marching army. Moreover, it is 
being achieved without a change in 
fundamental republican method. We 
have kept the faith with, and in, our 
traditional political institutions: 

“Some people have called it ‘com- 
munism’; it is not that either. It is 
not a;<driving regimentation founded 
upon the plans of a perpetuating direc- 
torate which subordinates the making 
of laws and the processes of the courts 
to the orders of the executive. Neither 
does it manifest itself in the total 
elimination of any class or in the abo- 
lition of private property.

13 New Forest Units 
Established by U. S. 


WASHINGTON. March 28.—(7)— 
The national forest reservation com- 
mission announced today the estab- 
lishment of 13 new national forest 
purchase units and enlargement of 13 
existing units. 

Approval of the areas was given aft- 
er the forest service had reported that 
purchases were not proceeding rapidly 
enough to complete the scheduled ac- 
quistion of about 8,000,000 acres un- 
der the conservation program apn- 
nounced a year ago by President 
Roosevelt. 

The gtoss area of the new and en- 
larged units is more than 7,300,000 
ucres but the commission predicted 
that about 1,000,000 acres of this ter- 
ritory would remain in private hands. 
Much of the area in previously ap- 
proved purchase areas, while tax-de- 
linquent, was held at prices deemed 
unjustifiable. 

Since the president allotted $20,- 
000.000 for buying forest lands east 
of the Great. Plains 3,233,862 acres 
have been purchased. 

Today’s approval of new units 
brought Texas within the conserva- 
tion area for the first time. Four 
areas to be known as the Angelina, 
Davy Crockett, Sam Houston and Sa- 
bine National forests, having a gross 
area of 1,400,000 acres in eastern 
Texas, were included. 

Other states affected were Narth 
Carolina, South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Wisconsin, Vermont, Ken- 
tucky and Louisiana.

Despite the overwhelming victory of 
the democratic organization, sharp dis- 
sension developed among several fac- 
tions which followed Pendergast. As 
a result, the “machine” was creaking 
in spots today, forecasting a realign- 
ment of power in several districts. 

City Manager H. F. McElroy, how- 
ever, was expected to be reappointed 
for the next four years. 

Sheriff Bash, a democrat, termed 
the violence yesterday “the most das- 
tardly crimes conceivable.”

in the investigations, 

Already success has been claimed 
in an effort to bring wheat produc- 
tion up. to the level of consumption 
and, said Gugliemo Marconi, the in- 
ventor, who is president of the coun- 
cil, a satisfactory conclusion is in 
sight for the related activities. 

The treatment of seeds by electrici- 
ty, he declared today, has been tried 
on a wide scale to enhance their pro- 
ductivity. More than 3,000 individual 
experiments have been carried out in 
this field under the direction of the 
council, 

Investigations into the possibility of 
raising medicinal plants, he reported, 
have Jed to the assurance that in 
many instances Italy can cease im- 
porting drugs and become an ex- 
porter, 

Claim of Laboratories. 

Scientists engaging in the council’s 
work have:-formed a chain of 12 uni- 
versity laboratories to study the food 
values of various farm products and 
find new uses for them.

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THE BONUS VETO MESSAGE. 

The vote of the senate in con- 
curring in the action of the house 
in overriding the president’s veto of 
the bonus measure comes in the 
nature of a surprise. Both the sen- 


ate and the house having overridden 
the veto, the measure becomes a 
Jaw, and congress must assume the 
yesponsibility. : 

No impartial person can read the 
message of the president, in which 
he sets forth his reasons for vetoing 
the veterans’ bonus, without being 
§mpressed with his courage. There 
can be no doubt that he is right 
fm the position he takes. 

In pointing out that “it is a sim- 
‘ple and undeniable fact that the 
United States, in terms of compen- 
pation and hospitalization, has done 
and is doing infinitely more for our 
veterans and their dependents than 
any other country,” the president 
outlines two broad principles that 
should control the government’s 
attitude towards the veterans. He 
describes these principles as fol- 
jows: 

The first principle, following in- 
evitably from the obligation of citi- 
gens to bear arms, is that the govern- | 
ment has a responsibility for and to- 
ward those who suffered injury or 
contracted disease while serving in 
§ts defense. 

The second principle is that no 
person, becaus. he wore a uniform, 
must thereafter be placed in a spe- 
cial class of beneficiaries over and 


He pointed out that 
the Legion, while demanding the 
utmost liberality in the care of 
those who suffered disabilities as 
the result of their service, does not 
ask, nor expect, more than that.

ployes is registered by R. M. Milli- 
can, president of the Georgia branch 
of the Railway Mail Association, in 
a communication, appearing else- 
where on this page, in which he 
recites the various steps that have 
been taken to reduce the revenues 
received by these federal workers. 


These reductions include, during 


so| the past 12 months, a pay cut of 


15 per cent, the reduction of per 
diem for railway clerks by 33 1-3 
per cent, a four-day payless fur- 
lough in the field service, the elim- 
ination of substitute employment 
save for emergency purposes, the 
reduction of city deliveries, and the 
discontinuance of vacations except 
by absorption without cost. 

The universal increase in sala- 
ries during the boom days did not 
extend to the postal employes, 
who in 1929, received on the aver- 
age but little more than they did 
a decade before. As a result, the 
cuts they have received during the 
past year have made their revenues 
among the lowest, if not the low- 
est, of any class of workers in the 
country. 

The probability that during this 
year they will be forced to accept 
further payless furloughs, up to a 
possible 90-day total, places these 
government workers in a desper- 
ate condition. In addition to the 
regular workers, some 26,000 re- 
lief workers will be deprived of 
the small revenue they have been 
receiving, and will not be eligible 
for employment with relief agencies 
because of their civil service status. 

Outside of the injustice done by 
these cuts to thousands of gov- 
ernment workers, the government 
is put in the contradictory posi- 
tion of doing just what it has, in 
effect, told the industry and busi- 
ness of the country must not be 
done. 

The government is the largest 
single employer of labor in the 
country, and yet while telling busi- 
ness that wages must be raised and 
hours of work shortened, it is, as 
in the case of the postal employes, 
cutting pay, increasing hours of 
work and throwing thousands of 
men and women out of employ- 
ment, 

This is the position the govern- 
ment cannot afford to take.

Europe is swarming with spies. 
That’s a bad sign. The phenomenon 
always occurs in days of unsettledness 
and upheaval and in the past it has al- 
ways been aAarbinger of war. The 
spy is generally considered an utterly 
despicable individual, but it should not 
be forgotten that he is in the employ 
of some government or.other, that he 
is a mere agent, so that in the final 
analysis the despicable work is carried 
on by the government which pays him 
or her. Of course no government 
would admit employing spies. A spy, 
when found out, is always repudiated 
by the higher-ups. Yet every general 
staff has an espionage bureau and a 
counter-espionage bureau. 

The affair which is occupying the at- 
tention of the French authorities at 
present and in which two Americans 
are involved is clearly one of the most 
extensive rings of espionage known in 
modern times. Dozens of international 
adventurers are involved, but it has 
not yet been established for the ac- 
count of which government the activ- 
ity was carried on. Beautiful women 
were employed to lure government of- 
ficials who might have access to se- 
cret documents or codes into the net. 
Airplanes. were employed to photo- 
graph important strategic positions. 
Safes were rifled and offices broken 
into indiscriminately apparently in 
France, Belgium, Poland and other 
lands. And this fact, the ubiquity 
of the spying activity by members of 
the same gang, has given rise to the 
suspicion that they were operating on 
their own hook and were selling the 
plans to the highest bidder. This is 
somewhat of a novelty, if true. A 
spy racket! 

There was apparently plenty of 
money in the game, for the chief of 
the gang, a gorgeous blonde who had 
an apartment on the Boulevard St. 
Michel in Paris within two blocks of 
my home, was a lavish entertainer 
and a liberal spender. She is in the 
hoosegow now and her victims are 
with her, that is to say, some of 
them. One victim is a French em- 
ploye of the marine department, a 
professor of languages who spoke 30 
languages fluently. He was in charge 
of the secret naval codes of France. 
The blonde vamped him, made the 
mag leave his wife and children and 
extracted the documents from him. 

Paris is an easy town for spies to 
operate. Nobody asks any questions 
of a stranger who rents an apartment 
and quietly goes his own way. It 1s 
much more difficult in Berlin, where 
a rigid system of registration is in 
vogue and is being enforced. In Rus- 
sia spying is virtually impossible. A 
gentleman of means, or a lady of lei- 
sure would almost immediately attract 
attention there. [ndustrial spying 
once prevalent in Russia is fast dis- 
appearing. The punishment is too stiff

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ANTICEPTICS IN DOMESTIC 
MEDICINE: 

A high school girl asks whether we 
breathe through the skin. She said 
her physiology class had an argument 
about it. The instructor said we do 
breathe through the skin. 

Of course we do not breathe through 
the skin. But if the physiology in- 
structor in high school says we do 
some of the pupils will probably be- 
lieve it is so. They will go out in 
the world to become wiseacres. They 
will make the meanest customers for 
honest doctors to deal with, but won't 
they be meat for the quacks and nos- 
trums mongers? 

So far as I know or believe, no 
antiseptic, germicide or disinfectant 
as yet discovered is worth a hoot in 
the treatment of any illness. Anti- 
septics perhaps have some value in 
surgical dressings, in gargles, mouth- 
washes, sprays, douches or lotions, the 
chief purpose being to prevent the 
spread of infection. Unconscious al- 
truism, the childish faith of the wise- 
acre laity in antiseptic gargles and 
the like in the treatment of sore 
throats and putative “colds;” uncon- 
scious and ironic, or moronie if you 
prefer. 

Wiseacre laymen cherish the notion 
that if you use strong enough anti- 
septic remedies often enough you can 
“heal” anything quickly. Of course 
they have never been apprised that 
the antiseptic powerful enough to kill 
or seriously cripple germs is even 
more likely to kill or cripple the deli- 
cate young new tissue cells which are 
essential in any healing process.

“colds.” flu, infantile paralysis, diph-

believe that the constant or frequent 
removal of the normal mucous secre- 
tions from nose and throat, as well 
as the slight irritation produced by 
the foreign chemical itself, may wenk- 
en the natural defenses and favor in- 
vasion of the mucous membrane by 
disease germs which might otherwise 
have perished in the ordinary way, by 
being entangled in the normal mucous 
film and. destroyed by the natural 
phagocytes. 

However, we strive to please, and 
in the family medicine cupboard we 
think it well to keep (1) a tin or 
earton of powdered boric acid (from 
an ounce to a pound), (2), a glass 
stoppered ounce vial of tincture of 
iodin (spell it iodine if you are old 
fogy) with a convenient dropper, (3) 
any one of the numerous chlorin prep- 
arations suitable for disinfecting the 
person or for disinfecting drinking 
water. All these are  antiseptics.

Auto Management-Labor 
Agreement Is Long Step 
Toward Democracy of 
Labor; Both Sides Victo- 
rious; Company Union 
Upheld.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
beginning of a true democracy of la- 
bor may be seen in the constructive 
program of peace in the motor indus- 
try set forth by President Roosevelt. 

If the men who carry out the set- 
tlement are actuated by the same 
broad-gauged  statesmanship which 
motivated Mr. Roosevelt, then there 
will be cause for rejoicing, indeed, for 
the president has regained much of 
the ground lost since the NRA be- 
began its one-sided handling of the la- 
bor problem several months ago. To- 
day the government of the United 
States has restored: the balance as 
between employers and employes and 
the government is again the umpire, 
the neutral force that causes both 
sides to respond and obey. . 

Stripped of all the camouflage, 
both sides in the auto controversy 
really won important points, which 
is a very fortunate way for a dis- 


pute to end. Only, in this case, it 
was not a patched-up compromise de- 
signed to alleviate a temporary situ- 
ation. It went to the fundamentals 
and almost overnight straightened 
out something that has been holding 
back the whole recovery movement 
in America. 
No Coercion—W hatever. 

The president cleared the air when 
he said that workers’ elections to 
choose their spokesmen shall be free 
frem coercion from any quarter. That 
word had to be spoken sooner or 
later. Up to now it meant the em- 
ployers could not influence their men 
but it did not mean that the labor 
organizers were in an way bound to 
let workmen do their own thinking 
and choosing. 

Unquestionably, the labor organizer 
and the employer will have respec- 
tive opportunities to argue their case 
for or against one type of union or 
another, but the government makes it 
clear that it is not interested in any 
= type—that’s the workmen’s af- 
air. 

_ If, for example, the A. F. of L. 
is the best type for a particular group 
of workmen, they will be free to 
choose it. If the so-called vertical 
union or organization of crafts with- 
in a single industry becomes the pop- 
ular type, that, too, will be the work- 
men’s affair. It will be a free choice 
and no doubt considerable campain- 
ing will take place. But it will be 
in the open, just as all campaigns 
should be, and the government will 
have an opportunity to observe 
whether intimidation or unfair tactics 
are used. 

Beacon of Peace. 

Incidentally, the pending Wagner 
bill lists a good many unfair prac- 
tices with respect to employers but 
says nothing of unfair practices by 
labor organizers. If there is to be 
new legislation on this subject, un- 
doubtedly it will not be one-sided. 
The ecntroversy in the auto industry 
has settled that point. As a matter 
of fact, there is no real need for 
rigid statutes. The famous collective 
bargaining provision known as 7A in 
the national industrial recovery act 
was specific enough until questions 
of good faith entered into its in- 
terpretation. 

Today the set-up promised as a 
result of the avoidance of a strike in 
the motor industry points the way to 
peace in the labor world. The prob- 
lems are by no means all settled. Many 
of them will present new and diffi- 
cult aspects because both sides will 
continue to jockey for position. But 
it is significant that lists of mem- 
bers both of employe unions and A. 
F. of L. groups must be made public. 

It will all be in the open, and the 
government will find itself just as 
deeply interested in preventing dis- 
criminations by fellow employes 
against workmen who do not join 
their type of union as it will be in 
preventing employers from picking 
out certain union men for layoff when 
times are slack. This sort of vindic- 
tiveness will have to be abolished on 
all sides. 

True American System. 


The motor car manufacturers con- 
tended for the principle that they 
should not be dictated to by one 
union and that the workmen be freed 
from outside coercion. On this point | 
the motor executives won out. But 
labor, on the other hand, managed to 
get the process of collective bargaining 
more clearly defined. Labor has 
adopted the wise course in deciding to 
consolidate its position, taking ad- 
vantage of the gains it has already 
gotten under the NRA, instead of 
bringing on a strike which would 
have meant suffering to millions and 
a setback to the industrial progress 
of the country. 

The fact that partisans can still 
listen to the voice of reason and that 
the government is still the master of 
the spirit of fair play is heartening 
in these days of conversation about 
economic and physica] force and revo- 
lution. The American way of sitting 
around the table and respecting each 
other’s convictions has really been 
triumphant. For what we are wit- 
nessing is one of those progressive 
steps so often misunderstood but best 
described in Woodrow  Wilson’s 
phrase: “Peace without victory.”

PROBE. LAUNCHED 


Complete ‘Analysis of 
‘Criticized Recovery Act 
Feature Will Be Made 
for Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(?)— 
A special cabinet committee will be 
ready to discuss with President 


Roosevelt upon his return to the cap- 
ital some of its preliminary findings 
in a trouble-shooting analysis of the 
criticized price control feature of the 
recovery act. 

The committee, consisting of the 
cabinet members directly concerned 
with capital goods prices and price 
control methods as set up by the re- 
covery act, is composed of Secre- 
taries Wallace, Roper and Perkins 
and—for the legal interpreting—At- 
torney-General Cummings. 

Its creation came after Mr. Roose- 
velt let it be known that he believed 
unsatisfactory developments had come 
from the posted price system used by 
NRA to control methods. 

Mr. Roosevelt applied this partic- 
ularly to the steel industry, in which 
the trade commission reported there 
was a definite trend towards a price 
monopoly. 

The criticism of some of the price 
control methods, not only by indi- 
viduals but the trade commission, was 
understood already to have been the 
subject of informal talks by the four 
members of the special committee dur- 
ing the executive council meetings. 

No Fixed Program. 

Today the committee had before it 
no definite plan and was described 
as starting out on its investigation 
without any preconceived idea that 
the method of open prices in an in- 
dustry was either right or wrong. 

While the outstanding example 
used by the administration in _ its 
study of price control efforts has 
been the steel industry, scores of 
other industries are operating under 
one form or another of price control 
set up under the NRA codes. Of 
372 codes promulgated to date, slight- 
ly less than half contain price con- 
trol methods. 

Among the more recent application 
of posted price provisions to codes 
has been that for the distilled spirits 
industry, in which there have been 
two postings of liquor prices since 
early in the year. 

e inter-cabinet committee study 
necessarily will involve a conflict of 
opinion not only within the NRA, 
but between that agency and the fed- 
eral trade commission, which dissent- 
ed from the general idea in its re- 
cent report on the steel industry. The 
consumers’ advisory board of the 
NRA has given evidence that it was 
a in complete agreement with the 
idea 
The investigators also will be con- 
cerned with the fundamental eco- 
nomic problem of whether, when pro- 
duction costs are determined to a con- 
siderable extent by the codes the 
prices received by the producers 
should not also be determined.

code revision conference, in which 
the committee generally indorsed the

He is initiated into the secrets at a 
ceremony which may be either furious- 
ly rowdy or terribly solemn and, as 
they say, “impressive,” accordimg to 
the character of the order which he 
is joining. 
PART-TIME From that time on, if 
KNIGHTS he keeps up in his dues 
and attendance and does not get 
caught in any notorious violations of 
the moral code, he has the right to 
be addressed as Sir Knight by his fel- 
low knights, but only by them.

Atlanta Board Appreves 
Proposal Backed by Col- 
lins and Talmadge. 


Georgia Fire College, backed by M. 
D. Collins, of the state department of 
education; Governor Eugene Talmadge 
and Georgia Tech and designed to 
teach modern fire-fighting and fire 
prevention methods, will be establish- 
ed in Atlanta next spring. 

Atlanta’s board of firemasters at a 
meeting Wednesday night gave its 
unanimous support of the venture, 
and offered its facilities to further 
the success of the new enterprise. . 

The college, to be operated here, 
will hold classes at Georgia Tech for 
theory of protection and fire preven- 
tion, and technical and practical work 
will be done through utilization of the 
facilities of the Atlanta system. 

All fire fighting departments of the 
southeast will be invited to send men 
for instruction at the opening of 
classes next spring. according to 
plans unfolded at the board meeting 
by Harry Phillips, assistant Atlanta 
fire marshal in charge of preventive 
work of the local department. 

Co-operation of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, New York, and 
laboratories of the board located at 
Chicago: the vocational educational 
department, Washington, and the Na- 
tional Fire Protective Association, 
soston, already has Seen assured, 
Vhillips told the Atlanta board. 

Dr. Collins asked that the sanction 
ot the board bere be obtained before 
further prosecution of the program, 
Phillips said. 

“Although the Atlanta fire loss has 
been reduced to about $500,000 a 
year, which amounts to about $1.95 
per capita, the loss for the entire state 
is about $4.75 per capita,”’ Phillips 
told the board. “What we need is an 
elucational program and construc- 
tive instruction in protection and pre- 
vention. That is what the college is 
designed to provide. Every depart- 
ment of the state and of the south- 
east will be invited to participate. 
It will be an innovation for the south, 
but has been tried and found exceed- 
ingly efficatious in congested north- 
ern and eastern centers. 

“Dr. Collins, the governor and Geor- 
gia Tech are co-operating fully, and 
the sanction of the Atlanta board is 
ail that is needed to insure establish- 
ment of the schools.” 

The board frowned on a proposal 
to remove the chiefs of the fire and 
police departments from civil service 
provisions of the Atlanta charter as is 
proposed in recommendations of a spe- 
cial charter revision committee of 
council. 

W. H. Rogers, G. W. Stradley and 
C. 8. Price, supernumeraries, were 
elected as regular firemen to fill va- 
eancies, and the board instructed 
Chief O, J. Parker to deal firmly with 
departmental members who fail to 
pay their debts.

Captain Signals Turkish 
Officials Ship Is En 
Route to Rumania. 


ISTANBUL, March 28.—Samuel 


| Insull’s floating hideaway, the Greek 


freighter, Maiotis, steamed through the 
Sea of Mamora tonight toward Istan- 
bul, the Black sea and Rumania. 

The captain of the sea-battered ship, 
which for more than a week has flitted 
like a will o’ the wisp through Aegean 
and Mediterranean waters, signalled 
that he had one passenger aboard, be- 
lieved- to be the 74-year-old fugitive 
from American fraud charges. 


Whether this was the former Chi- 
cago financier was not definitely de- 
termined as the dingy tramp, which he 
chartered two weeks ago in Greece, 
proceeded toward the storm-tossed 
Black sea, belching smoke from her 
single stack. 

It was generally agreed, however, 
that the substitution of any one else 
for Insull would be hard to imagine 
unless in pursuance of an elaborate 
deception scheme of which there was 
no evidence whatever. 

A change was apparent today in 
Rumanian officialdom. a dispatch from 
Bucharest said. It was said Rumania 
“has no extradition treaty with the 
United States” and that the govern- 
ment is not planning Insull’s deporta- 
tion should he later be found living in 
some Rumanian village. 

Hard on the heels of reports that 
Insul] had changed ships at the Island 
of Rhodes, in the Aegean, the Maiotis 
glided out of the early morning mists 
oe appeared in the Dardanelles 
straits. 


En Route to Rumania. 


The captain signalled to Turkish 
officials that the vessel was en route 
This was in compliance 
with a Turkish regulation. 

Varna and Constanza, eastern Ru- 
manian ports, appeared to be likely 
objectives, but should Rumania hold 
to a policy enunciated several weeks 
ago that Insull would not he allowed 
to land, it was considered probable 
that he might try some Crimean port 
all the way across the Black sea.

Her captain refused to reply to a 
wireless message from the Associated 
Press’ representative asking for de- 
tails.

A “spered” or “little” shot 
is perhaps three-fourths of the maxi- 
mum distance and loft you can get 
with the club in hand. 

A “big” shot is all you can get 
out of the club. But, a spared shot 
doesn’t mean a spared swing as most 
players make it by holding back con- 
sciously for fear of going too far. 

If there’s danger of this, take a 
shorter club.

quently Ray has spent all of his six years in baseball chasing fly balls

“I was just about to give up when 
this chance came along,” Ray, who is 
a quiet, modest chap, said. The 
chance came late, but not too late, 
for Wise won’t be 25 years old until 
April. And he-has had just enough 
experience to give him the poise that 
is needed to play ball in the higher 


leagues. 
DURING THE “SPELL.” 


Following is a round-by-round ac- 
count of Ray Wise’s six-year battle 
with that tenacious grappler, Old 
Man Misfortune:

“blind spot,” as the managers call a 
batter’s weakness. He secretly had the 
pitchers pitch him high balls, but 
Ray relieved the skipper’s mind there 
by belting the high ones high, wide 
and handsome. 

Then “Ab,” who is a thorough- 
going baseball man, had the pitchers 
work on Ray with the old No. 2— 
which is the curve ball—to see how 
he took that. But Ray is still hit- 


ting. 
FAST FOR SIZE. 

Wise.incidentally, is a very fast 
fellow for his size. He has real speed 
along with his six-feet-one of height 
and his 190 pounds. He has tied 
Maurice Archdeacon’s record for cir- 
cling the bases in 13.4 seconds—the 
same having since been shaved a fifth 
of a second by Evar Swanson, now 
with the White Sox. 

One doesn’t care to see a better out- 
fielder in action than Wise. He 
knows how to field the ball and throw 
it. He learned: to do this in the 
B leagues, which is an excellent place 
to learn. 

Wise has been playing ball since 
1927. He is a St. is boy, and 
was a star track man at Roosevelt 
Hish there. The St. Louis Cardinals 
signed him that year and sent him 
to Fort Smith, Ark., from where 
Charlotte drafted him in 1928. 

It is a beautiful scrap—this one 
that Wise is waging with Taft 
Wright for the Class B outfield job. 
Both boys played together at Char- 
lotte. Wise has the edge in experi- 
ence, but Wright, who has played ball!

At the capital he will also attend 
sessions of the president's committee 
on wild life restoration, which plans 
to set up a 6,000,00-acre system of 
game refuges in the various states. 


The projects Cravey will present 
to federal relief officials are general 
improvements and the sowing of seed 
oysters in the shellfish beds of the 
coastal counties, expansion of the 
state’s hatchery at Summerville, and 
construction of a warm-water hatch- 
ery somewhere in middle Georgia. 


He said just before he left that 
he had learned the state of Alabama, 
with only a small fraction of the 
amount-of oyster lands Georgia pos- 
sesses, already has had an expendi- 
ture of $120,000 for oyster bed ind 
hatchery work. He said he would 
ask for at least as much for this 
state. 

Georgia was assigned a 35,000-acre 
share in the game refuge project, and 
Cravey carried to Washington the de- 
tails of 16 projects, embracing 139,- 
916 acres, all or any part of which 
is available.

Leading Mentors From 
All Over Country Here 
for Three Days. 


Recommendations for drastic 
changes in basketball rules will be 
discussed and perhaps passed on to 
the rules committee by college bas- 
ketball coaches from all sections of 
the country, who assemble here to- 
day for the opening session of their 
three-day annual convention at the 
Atlanta Athletic Club. 


Roy Mundorff, of Georgia Tec. 
president of the National Basketba}! 
Coaches’ Association, said today a 
number of suggested changes have al- 
ready received a great deal of sup- 
port among the coaches. He added 
that the basketball rules committee 
has never turned down a recommen- 
dation by the coaches, 


H. G. Olsen, Ohio State coach, for- 
mer president of the association, and 
L. _W. St. John, athletic director at 
Ohio State, were the first arrivals at 
the convention sceffe yesterday. Most 
of the coaches are expected early 
today. 

A rule which some of the mentors 
Propose to change is the one pro- 
hibiting the pivot man from holding 
the ball longer than three seconds in- 
side the free-throw lane. Mundorff 
said this proposed change has a great 
deal of support among members of 
the association. He also said a pro- 
Posal to abolish free throws if a 
player makes a field goal after being 
fouled, had a great many backers. 

Several coaches plan to urge that 
the baskets be raised to 12 feet. in- 
Stead of the customary 10 feet. This 
move, they say, would do much to 
eliminate what some term the “over- 
emphasis” of tall centers. The 
coaches may also recommend that the 
baskets be brought in six feet from 
the end lines, instead of the present 
two feet. Greater freedom for play 
under and around the basket would 
result from this change, coaches say.

NEW YORK, March 28.—(4)—The 
chief officer of the liner: President 
Garfield, Hugh Laurence Wanbig, de- 
scribed to a federal court jury today 
the scene in the cabin of Andrew Don- 
aldson Kirwan, wealthy youth. on trial 
for the fatal stabbing of Gilliam Ses- 
soms on the high seas.

Across the companionway, -Wanbig 
testified, Sessoms was sprawled on his 
berth, stabbed in the: stomach and on 
the wrist, the long deer-foot knife with 
which the government claims Kirwan 
did the stabbing, underneath him. 

Kirwan, afflicted with a “nervous 
disease, his face continuously twitch- 
ing heard Wanbig say he and Ses- 
soms were drunk. . Behind the youth 
sat his mother, Mme. Jean Nash Du- 
Bonnet, described as the “best dressed 
woman in Europe.” 

Wanbig’s testimony came after the 
government’s key witness,, Willard S. 
Frost, assistant purser, described the 
alleged drunken religious argument 
which United States Attorney Martin 
Conboy told the jury led to the fatal 
wounding of Sessoms. 


APPLE PESTS BEATEN 
BY WORK OF BUREAU 


The state department of entor ology 
announced Wednesday that tests made

vealed that treatment of apple trees 
with a beta naphthol and oil solu- 
tion- had resulted in’almost total elim- 
ination of apple tree: pests. 

The experiments at Cornelia: have 
éheen worked out with the aid of E. 
H. Ziegler, of the federal bureau of 
entomology. 

Reports from the laboratory | said 
that the experiments over a five-year 
period had shown that bands, satur- 
ated with the solution had not dam- 
aged any of the trees and that they 
all showed a high mortality rate for 
larvae.

Last Sunday I noticed some familiar 
objects on the evergreens that line 
both sides of my street. “Oh! Bag- 


worms !”I remarkéd, and continued my 


stroll. Monday I for them 
with a sort of condescending toler- 
ance, half wean: tat I could find 
that many lizards at this time of 
year. By Tuesday the multitude of 
cocoons was introducing upon my pre- 
occupied af€ention and on Wednesday 
I capitulated, collected a handful] of 
cocoons, and set about examining 
them. 

The cocoons were from one to two 
anda half inehes long. The:color of 
the silk is black or. grey, depending, 
I suppose, on the amount ‘of smoke 
that has blown over them. They are 
suspendid from twigs by. strands of 
silk that are not strong at all. It 
sets me wondering how they stick 
through a high wind. The most re- 
markable feature of the cocoon in my 
estimation is the:attachment of ever- 
green needles to the exterior of the 
cocoon. They are pointing downward, 
absurdly like the thatch on a roof. 
It reminds me very strongly of the 
ornamental houses of certain caddis 
fly larvae. 


I slit one of these cocoons with a wriggles from the cocoon and falls 


pair of fine scissors. There was a 
pupa case inside, of course, which was 
to be expected. I poked the pupa 
gently -with the point. of a dissecting 
needle. It didn’t wiggle. I poked it 
again, somewhat miore insistently.

Steamed Pineapple Pudding. 


Sift together one and one-half cups 
of flour, three teaspoons baking pow- 
der and one-fourth teaspoon salt, Add 
three-fourths cup liquid consisting of 
the syrup of one eight-ounce can of 
crushed pineapple and sufficient wa- 
ter to make the required amount. Add 
two tablespoons melted butter. Beat 
two egg whites stiff, add three table- 
spoons sugar and fold into the bat- 
ter. Fill individual buttered molds 
half full of the batter and add one 
tablespoon crushed pineapple to each. 
then cover with the remaining batter. 
Steam 30 minutes. This recipe makes 
from six to eight molds, depending on 
their size. Serve with the following: 

Sauce: Mix one-half cup sugar with 
two teaspoons flour and add one and 
one-third cups water or use part pine- 
apple juice. Add juice of one-half 
lemon and boil until proper consis- 
tency.

Butterscotch Pudding. 

Four tablespoons cornstarch, one 
cup water, one cup evaporated milk, 
one tablespoon butter, one cup brown 
sugar, dash of salt, one teaspoon 
vanilla. Mix cornstarch with one- 
fourth cup water. Scald remaining 
milk and water. Melt butter, add 
sugar and cook until sugar melts, stir- 
ring constantly. Add slowly to hot 
milk, stirring until well blended. Add 
cornstarch mixture and stir until 
thickened. After that stir only occa- 
sionally, while cooking 20 minutes. 
o— flavoring and pour into molds to 
cool. 


Rich Rice Pudding. 
One-half cup rice, 4 cups milk, 1-3 
cup molasses, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
teaspoon cinnamon, 1 tablespoon but- 


ter. 

Wash the rice, combine ingredients 
except butter and pour into a greased 
baking dish. Bake three hours in a 
slow oven, stirring three times during 
the first hour to prevent rice from 
settling. At the last stirring add one- 
half cup raisins and the butter. 


Banana Float. 


Two large bananas, 1 cup of sweet 
milk, 3-4 cup of sugar, heaping table- 
spoon of butter and one of flour, 1 
egg. 
:— butter and flour, add grad- 
ually well-beaten egg, then milk. Cook 
over slow fire, stirring constantly un- 
til it begins to thicken, then pour 
the boiling custard over sliced ba- 
nanas. Any fruit or flavor can be 
substituted for bananas. The peel of 
an orange grated and its juice makes 
delicious “orange float.” This, how- 
ever, should be cooked in the cus- 
tard. 


Baking Powder Biscuits. 

Two cups flour, % teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, 3-4 teaspoon salt, 2 table- 
spoons fat; 3-4 cup milk. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients, Rub 
in fat with tips of fingers or chop 
in with a knife. Add milk gradu- 
ally to make a soft dough. Use a 
knife in mix.ng. Toss on a well-flour- 
ed board. Pat and roll to one inch 
thickness.

- Gne of the most delightful of the 
fresh vegetables is green corn. And, 
except for fresh green peas, it is the 
one vegetable of all thet quickly loses 
its sweetness and flavor in direct re- 
lation to the interval between picking 
and eating. Housewives who must 
purchase corn in the city markets can 
never fully enjoy the sweetness of 
corn that is cooked and eaten within 
15 minutes after picking. 

Corn-on-the-cob is one of Ameri- 
ca’s traditions. In most European 
countries people think of it as a food 
fit for animals only, and thereby 
miss much gastronomic enjoyment. 

Corn is an excellent food, contain- 
ing protein and fat in addition to 
carbohydrate and roughage. Its vita- 
min content and mineral make-up are 
also good. Whether a person eats 
Country Gentleman or Golden Bantam 
is simply a matter of preference, for 
both varieties and many others, too, 
are delicious. 

In addition to serving corn-on-the- 
cob, there are a great many other 
ways of preparing it. These recipes 
are just as useful for left-overs as 
they are for freshly picked corn. Try

Fresh Corn Cakes.

| Favorite Dishes 


Of Famous Folk 


What famous folk do and say, eat 
and drink is always intéresting to the 
rest of the world. Given below are two 
recipes for meat dishes made as cer- 
tain well-known people like them. 

Napoleon Bonaparte was very fond 


of Veal Marengo, named after the bat- 
tle of Marengo. 
Veal Marengo. 

Cut 1 1-2 pounds veal steak into 
pieces convenient for serving. Dredge 
with flour and brown with a clove 
of finely chopped garlic in 2 table- 
spoons of olive oil. Remove the veal 
from the pan, add 2 tablespoons of 
flour, stir until browned, then add 
1 1-2 cups meat stock to make a 
rather thin brown sauce. Lay 4 medi- 
um-sized tomatoes, sliced, in the bot- 
tom of a buttered baking dish. Cover 
and bake for 1 1-2 hours in a mod- 
erate oven. A half hour before serv- 
ing add 1 cup mushrooms.

Brown a diced onion in 2 table- 
spoons of olive oil. Then«dd 1 cup of 
meat broth and 1-2 cup of water in 
which rice has been boiled. Season 
with salt to taste and 2 tablespoons 
of curry sauce which has been blend- 
ed until smooth in a little broth. (The 
amount of curry powder may be de- 
creased, if desired). Simmer slowly for 
a few minutes, then add 2 cups cold 
cooked lamb, cut in fairly small pieces, 
and 1 cup of cold boiled potatoes, 
diced.

Serve with hot 
boiled rice.

Add 1 cup cooked corn, 3 _ beaten 
egg yolks, 1-4 cup grated cheese, 1 
tablespoon chopped green pepper, 
beaten egg whites. 

Combine, adding the stiffly beaten 
egg whites last, and pour into a 
greased baking dish. Bake in mod- 
erate 350 degree oven about 45 min- 
utes, serve hot. 


Fried Fresh Corn. 

Three ‘cups cooked fresh corn, 2 
green peppers, chopped; 1-2 chopped 
onion, 3 tablespoons bacon fat. 

Brown the onion and pepper in the 
bacon fat, add the corn and season- 
ings, cook until slightly browned.

Fresh Succotash. 

Corn cut from 6 ears corn, raw; 
1 pint fresh lima beans, shelled; 1 
large diced potato, raw; 1-4 pound 
piece bacon, cut in rice; 2 quarts 
water, 1 tablespoon salt, 1-4 teaspoon 
pepper. 

Plate all ingredients together in 
a soup kettle,-bring to a boii, then 
let simmer about 3 hours. Serve in 
the soup dishes. This is the old- 
fashioned succotash. It may be made 
more quickly by combining cooked 
corn and cooked lima beans with a 
little milk amd seasoning of butter, 
salt and pepper. 


Cauliflower Salad. 
Separate one head of cooked cauli- 
flower into small segmenta. Toss 
with one head of lettuce torn into 
small pieces and about 1-2 cup of 
French dressing seasoned with garlic. 


Fresh Tomato-Corn Soup. 

Two tablespoons butter or other 
fat, 1-2 tablespoon green pper 
chopped; 1-2 tablespoon choppe 
onion; 1 teaspoon each sugar and 
salt, 2 tablespoons flour,.1-4 teaspoon 
paprika, 1 cup corn cut from cob, 
fresh or cooked, 1-2 cup milk, 1 cup 
tomatoes, stewed and rubbed through 
sieve, 1-8 teaspoon baking soda. 

Brown the onion and green pep- 
per in the fat, add the flour, sugar 
and salt and paprika. When smooth, 
add the milk and stir till mixture 
boils. Add the corn, then the toma- 
toes and baking soda. Heat thor- 
oughly and serve with crackers.

RECIPES FOR CANDY 
THAT WON’T STICK 
TO THE FINGERS 


Candies that make sticky fingers 
are quite out of place at a card party. 
It is most embarrassing to reach for 


a candy—and then, when you play 
your next card, realize that you have 
left a sticky smear on it. Candies 
for the bon-bon dishes on the card 
tables should be chosen not alone be- 
cause they are delicious and good to 
look at, but because they are dry 
enough and firm enough not to leave 
samples on the fingers. 

Here are some recipes for candies 
that not only answer all these require- 
ments, but are easy to make besides. 
The hostess, busy getting the house in 
readiness for her guests and planning 
and preparing refreshinents, will be 
grateful for a quick, sure, inexpensive 
candy that she herself can make. 

Walnut Creams, 

One and one-fourth cups confection- 
ers’ (very finely ground) sugar, 1-4 
cup sweetened condensed milk, 1-2 tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Gradually blend the sweetened con- 
densed milk with the confectioners’ 
sugar. Add the vanilla. Sprinkle a 
little confectioners’ sugar on the fin- 
gers to keep the fondant from stick- 
ing—and roll it into small balls. Press 
half a walnut meat in each side of 
these balls. Allow to dry for several 
hours. 


Coconut Creams. 

Form fondant made in the same 
way as for walnut creams into balls 
and roll them in, shredded or toasted 
coconut. Be careful not to get. them 
out of shape by pressing them awk- 
wardly. They should be lightly han- 
dled from beginning to end. 

Another variation on these walnut, 
coconut creams is this: Chop walnut 
or pecan meats coarsely and roll fon- 
dant balls in them, letting them pick 
up as much as possible. 

Be sure to dry all of these candies 
thoroughly and they will be just the 
thing for card party sweetmeats. 


Dip each slice in melted butter, then 
roll in mixture of cinnamon and sugar, 
using three parts sugar to one part 
cinnamon. Place in shallow pan in hot 
oven for about five minutes, or until 
mixture has been absorbed by the 
toast. This is delightfully soft and 
crunchy inside. 
“Pineapple Surprise.” 

One-fourth pound sweet chocolate, 6 
rounds of sponge cake, 6 slices canned 
pineapple, whipped cream. 

Melt chocolate over hot water, re- 
move from fire. Drain and dry pine 
apple slices well, dip one slice at a 
time into melted chocolate. Place on 
rounds of cake slightly larger than 


pineapple. Fill centers with whipped 


cream. 


“Nut Bread.” 

Three cups flour, 1-2 cup sugar, 1 
teaspoon salt, 6 teaspoons baking 
powder, 1 1-2 cups milk, 1 beaten egg, 
1 cup chopped nuts, 3 tablespoons 
melted shortening. 

Mix in order given, adding the egg 
with milk. Beat well. Bake in well- 
greased loaf pan in moderate oven, 
375 degrees, for one hour. Can use 
any kind of nuts or fruit in this bread. 


“‘Cocoons.” 

Twa and one-half cups flour, 2 1-2 
tablespoons powdered sugar, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 2 sticks or 1-2 pound but- 
ter, 2 cups finely chopped pecans. 


Sift flour and sugar together, add 
salt. Put in the nuts and mix well 
into dry ingredients, then add melted 
butter. Make into stiff dough and 
shape with hands into tiny cocoons. 
Place on baking sheets and bake in 
slow oven 25 minutes until very light 
brown. Roll in pulverized sugar. 


“Ring Mold of Apples.” 
One-fourth cup cold water, 1 1-2 
cup sugar, 3-4 cup water, 1 tablespoon 

gelatin, nutmeg, 1-2 cup nuts. 
Method—Boil sugar and water to 
the crack stage, 300 or 310. Have 
apples ‘ready pared, cored and sliced, 
and add to syrup. Cook to a thick mar- 
malade, adding nutmeg or any pre- 
ferred spices. Before removing from 
the fire stir in the gelatin dissolved 
in 1-4 cup cold water. Place apple 
mixture in ring mold shaking down 


shells and cut each egg lengthwise.

Three-fourths cup minced lamb, 3 
egg yolks, 1 tablespoon gelatin, 4 ta- 
blespoons cold water, 1 cup lamb 
stock, 3-4 cup pecans, 1 cup whipping 
cream, salt, cayenne, paprika, Wor- 
cestershire sauce. 

Pour stock over beaten egg yolks. 
Cook in dowble boiler until slightly 
thickened. Add gelatin which has 
been dissolved in cold water and sea- 
sonings. When it begins to thicken 
fold in whipped cream, add lamb and 


chopped nuts, pour into mold. Chill , 


for several hours. 


PEACH BLOOM SALAD. 


One can sliced peaches, 1 package 
cream cheese, 2 tablespoons rich cream, 
1-2 pound dates, chopped; 
nuts, chopped; fruit coloring. 

Method: Cream the cheese with 
the cream, add other ingredients and 
place into well-drained peach half. 
Place- another half over this press- 
ing together well. Stick mint or rose 
leaf at end. With back of spoon 
dipped in red coloring—smear top of 
peach to make the bloom. Serve with 
mayonnaise placed at side. . 


' . Coffee Blanc Mange. 


One and one-half cups coffee infu- 
sion; one-fourth teaspoon salt; one- 
fourth cup sugar; 3 tablespoons corn 
starch; half cup milk; half teaspoon 
vanilla.

A Good Soup Routs — 


Chill of March Days 


On a blustery, chilly March day, 
is there anything more delicious than 
a bowl of richly flavored, steaming 
hot soup? A nutritious soup, made 
with meat and vegetables, proves a 
whole meal in itself, and what better 
meal could you ask? Here are two 
suggestions for soup dishes to counter- 
act the wildest of March winds. 

Scotch Broth. 

Two and a half pounds of lamb 
from neck or breast and shank, 1-2 
cup barley, about 11-2 quarts of wa- 
ter, 1-4 cup turnip, cubed: 1-4 cup 
carrot, cubed; 1 onion, diced; 1-4 cup 
celery, cubed; 2 tablespoons flour, 2 ‘ 
tablespoons fat, salt, pepper, 1 sprig 
parsley. — 

Separate the meat from the bone 
and cut into small pieces. Wrap 
bones in a piece of cheesecloth. Im- 
merse meat and bones in cold water, 
heat tg boiling, skim, add barley, cov- 
er and simmer about 11-2 hours. 

Remove bones, add vegetables and 
cook until they are tender. Combine 
flour with fat, add to soup, stir until 
slightly thickened and smooth and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Add a 
sprig of parsely finely chopped, just 
before serving. 

German Soup Balls. 

Three pounds soup meat, 2 quarts 
water, pepper, 4 eggs, flour, salt. 

Put the meat to cook in cold salted 
water. Simmer until meat is tender. 
Strain the broth and season with salt 
and pepper. Beat the eggs until light 
and add enough flour to make a thin 
batter. Add slowly to the stock, 
stirring constantly until it begins to 
thicken in small balls. Bring to a 
boil and serve immediately. The meat 
may be minced finely and returned to 
the broth, making it unnecessary to 
strain it.

Basic Omelet Recipe. 

Six eggs, 6 tablespoons cold water 
or milk, 2 tablespoons butter, 1-8 tea- 
spoon paprika, 1-2 teaspoon salt. 

Beat eggs slightly, add liquid, salt 
and paprika. Melt butter in the pan 
and pour in egg mixture, stir slight) 
at first, then let it cook slowly for 
minutes. Lift with fork so uncooked 
egg mixture may be distributed. Fold 
outside edges toward the center and 
turn out on — folded side down. 
Just before the omelet is rolled, jelly, 
jam, chopped vegetables or mushrooms 
may be added. If sweet filling is 
used dust the omelet with powdered 
sugar. 

Frozen Strawberry Omelet. 

One pint strawberries, 3 eggs, 1 ta- 
blespoon sugar, 6 tablespoons confec- 
tionér’s sugar. 

Mash strawberries dnd add granu- 
lated sugar. Let stand and strain 
off juice. Separate eggs and beat the 
yolks until thick and lemon colored 
and whites until stiff. Add the ber- 
ries to the egg yolks. Fold confec- 
tioners’ sugar into egg whites and 
combine the two mixtures. To this 
add about 4 tablespoons of the straw- 
berry juice. Remove cube divisions 
of the refrigerator tray and pile mix- 
ture lightly into trays. Freeze for two 
hours—slice to serve.

Grape Sponge. | 

Two tablespoons gelatin, 1-4 cup cold 
water, 1-2 cup hot fresh grape juice, 
3 egg whites, beaten fluffy, 2-3 cup 
sugar, juice 1-2 lemon, 1-2 cup cold 
grape juice, 10 marshmallows, 6 slices 
lemon, 

Soak gelatin in cold water and cold 
grape juice. Then dissolve it in the 
hot grape juice to which the sugar 
and lemon juice have been added. Cool 
until the mixture begins to jell, then 
slowly fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Beat until the spongy mixture 
holds it. shape. Pour into a mold, 
previously rinsed with cold water, and 
let stand in refrigerator until firm. 
Unmold the dessert onto a serving 
plate, garnish with the marshmallows 
placed on the slices of lemon. 

Soak gelatin in colt water and cold 
grape juice. Then dissolve it in the 
hot grape juice to which the sugar 
and lemon juice have been added. Cool 
until the mixture begins to jell, then 
slowly fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Beat until the spongy mix- 
ture holds its shape. Pour into a mold, 
previously rinsed with cold watergand 
let stand in refrigerator until firm. 
Unmold the dessert onto a serving 
plate, garnish with the marshmallows 
placed on the slices of lemon. Serve 
with whipped cream. 


Grape Turkish-Paste Candy. 

Two teaspoons gelatin, 2 ‘able- 
spoons cold water, 1-2 cup blanched 
chopped almonds, 1-2 cup grape pulp, 
1 cup grape juice, 1 cup sugar. 

Soak the gelatin in the cold water. 
Cook the grape pulp, juice and sugar, 
stirring until thick. Cook until the 
mixture is like a sheet when dropping 
from edge of spoon. (jelly test stage). 

Add the soaked gelatin, stir until 
dissolved, then add the chopped nuts 
and pour the mixture in a pan that 
has been greased with unsalted fat. 
It should not be more than half-inch 
thick. 

When stiff, turn out from pan, cut 
in fancy shapes, cubes, oblongs or 
strips. Roll in graulated or powdered 
sugar. To get the grape pulp, first 
allow the juice to drip from cooked 
grapes, then force the remainder’ of 
the mixture through a fine enough 
sieve to eliminate seeds and skins. 


Royal Purple Pudding. 


One pint (2 cups) grape juice or 
juice and pulp, 1-2 cup sugar, 3 table- 


spoons quick-cooking tapioca, pinch 
salt. 

Heat the grape juice, add sugar and 
tapioca with salt. Cook till clear and 
thickened, which will take about 15 
minutes. Chill. Serve with plain or 
sweetened whipped cream, or plain 
rich cream. 


Grape Juice Consomme. 
*Two cups hot water, 1 broken stick 
cinnamon, 2 cups grape juice, 1 ta- 
blespoon sugar, 2 cups rich consomme, 
2 tablespoons cornstarch.

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KNUCKLE POT ROAST 
IS DELECTABLE DISH 


The knuckle pot-roast is not only a 
thrifty cut, but it is full of flavor. 
It is cooked after the manner of all 
pot-roasts, that is, it is browned first 
and then cooked slowly in a covered 
dish with a little added moisture, In- 
stead of water, I like to add tomato 
juice. A bit of bay-leaf for season- 
ing adds piquancy to the gravy. 

Or if you like, this portion may be 
cut into pieces for a delicious browned 
stew. Perhaps you own one of those 
grand top-of-the-stove casseroles; if 
60, it is just the thing to use in mak- 
ing a stew and these casseroles are s0 
good-looking that the stew can be 
taken right to the table. 

The knuckle pot-roast offers many 
possibilities for left-overs. One of my 
favorites is meat pie and here is my 


recipe for it. 
Meat Pie. 


1 cup potato balls 
1 cup carrot balls 
3 onions, quartered 
Left-over beef cut in cubes 
Left-over gravy 
Salt and pepper 
Biscuit dough 
Parboil the vegetables gently until 
not quite tender. Heat the meat in 
the gravy. Turn into a _ casserole. 
Make a biscuit dough, using 1 cup 
flour, and enough miJk to make the 
right consistency to roll. Cut out 
with biscuit cutter and place the bis- 
cuits on top of the contents of the 
casserole. ‘There should not be too 
much liquid or the biscuits will he 
soggy. You may roll the dough in 
one piece and cover if you wish. Bake 
in a hot oven for about 12 minutes 
until the biscuits are done. 
Southern Style Hash. 
Southern Stvle Hash. is another 
sood “made” dish that can be made 
from left-over rump roast. Southern 
style hash differs from the usual] hash 
in that the meat is cut in small cubes, 
net chopped fine, and the potatoes 
are cubed. It also has more gravy 
over it. It is not so dry. You might 
say it is more like stew, but it is very, 
very good. I like to use a little minced 
onion and minced green pepper as 
sensoning. And corn fritters are a 
rand accompaniment.

Establishing a Suit at a 


Trump Declaration 

The most frequently used principle 
in playing the hand at a trump declara- 
tion is the establishment of a side suit 
so that the established cards in that 
suit may be used for discards. 

South dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


South is playing a contract of six 
hearts. West’s opening lead is a trump, 
and South proceeds to count his losers. 
There are three in spades, none in 
hearts, two in the diamond suit and 
none in clubs, a total of five. South can 
afford to lose only one trick if he is 
to fulfil] his contract. Four losers 
must therefure be eliminated. 

The dummy hand contains six clubs 
to the ace, king, queen, seven clubs 
are in the hands of the adversaries. 
If they are distributed four in one 
hand and three in the other, every- 
thing is simple; two small elubs, in ad- 
dition to the three top cards, can be 
established by ruffing out one of the 
small clubs. But if the clubs are un- 
fortunately distributed five and two, 
then the hand must be handled more 
carefully. It is best always to play 
the hand with the utmost safety. 

Assuming the more unfortunate dis- 
tribution, the declarer must look for 
the entries to enable him to estab- 
lish the club suit. In the dummy hand 
there are the king, ten and eight of 
trumps. Since the declarer holds the 
remaining top cards to the ace of 
trumps. dummy’s trumps are all en- 
tries. Dummy will require three en- 
tries in order for declarer to be able 
to enter the dummy hand twice to ruff 
ont two rounds of clubs, and a third 
time to bring in the remaining clubs. 

Declarer captures the first trick 
with dummy’s heart eight and plays 
the heart two from his own hand. He 
next leads the club two, which he ruffs 
with the heart knave in his own hand. 


- He next leads the heart seven from his 
sown hand and 


takes with dummy’s 
heart ten. The club four is next led 
and ruffed with the heart queen. Both 
adversaries have followed suit on the 
two rounds of clubs, which means that 
six clubs have been played. Four clubs 
remain in dummy’s hand, making ten, 
so d@@larer knows there are only three 
clubs in the hands of the adversaries, 
which will fall on the successive leads 
of the club ace, king and queen. 

Declarer now leads the heart nine 
and takes with dummy’s king, drawing 
the remaining adverse trump and en- 
tering dummy at the same time. With 
the three successive leads of the club 
ace, king and queen, declarer drops 
the outstanding clubs and on these 
leads he discards three losers from 
his own hand. The club six is estab- 
lished, giving declarer a discard of a 
fourth loser. For the last lead from 
dummy's hand declarer selects either 
a spade or a diamond, according to 
which of the two queens he has saved, 
and finesses for an extra trick. As the 
cards lie, neither finesse can succeed, 
but if the king lay with East the ex- 
tra trick could be made by this meth- 
od of play.

DOG FOOD COMPANY 
SETS CANS RECORD 


What cannery uses the most cans 
in the course of a year? Calpack No. 
11 at Sacramento, or Schuck] & Com- 


pany at Sunnyvale? Guess again! It’s 


a dog food cannery, 75x150 feet in 
size, where the California Animal 
Products Company turns out its Calo 
dog and cat food on East Twelfth 
street in Oakland. 

Night and day this plant runs, 
turning out one-pound cans at the rate 
of 156 a minute, totaling between 48,- 
000,000 and 50,000,000 cans a year. 

And there is no carryover, either! 
Five thousand cans is the highest 
amount of stock the company ever 
has had on hand, and most of the 
time there are just a few cases await- 
ing shipment. This cannery gets along 
very nicely without the aid of a ware- 
house. 

Only the actual canning is done in 
the plant, as municipal regulations 
prohibit the slaughtering of meat in- 
side the city limits. Eight killing 
plants have been set up outside the 
city, from which truck shipments to 
the central plant are made every two 
hours. Cans are delivered in boxes 
every day. 

Labels are ordered 48,000,000 at 
one time, and one of the requirements 
of the contract is that the label com- 
pany keep 10,000,000 labels printed 
up at one time. Deliveries are made 
as fast as needed. Only two labels are 
used, one showing four appealing pup- 
pies and the other four kittens. 

The company have been canning 
animal food for seven years and their 
business has had tremendous growth 
in that period. Distribution extends 
to all parts of the United States. 

Harry C. Clayburgh is president 
of the company, which was founded 
himself and the late Robert A. 
in 1925. Their products 
at first put up in bulk before 
‘anning was started. — (Reprinted 
from Western Canner and Packer, is- 
sue of December, 1932).

The Story of Canned Salmon. 

In 1864, in the midst of our Civil 
War, a new industry was born on the 
Pacific coast. Two men from Maine 
having built a small cannery on a 
scow were slowly and iaboriously mak- 
ing cans, cleaning and slicing salmon, 
filling them into the cans, etc., all by 
hand. 

In a mysterious, jealously guarded 
room the cans were cooked and pushed 
out through a small window to be 
painted red and marketed. Only a few 
thousand cans were prepared that first 
year, but the product proved popular 
and additional canneries soon opened 
on the Columbia river, where salmon 
were plentiful. 

Modern Machines Bring Speed 

and Quality. 

Laborious hand methods have been 
replaced with intricate machines that 
do the work faster and better, thor- 
oughly cleaning over 60 salmon a 
minute, salting and filling the cut 
sections into cans at a speed of 90, 
or more, a minute. Machines make 
200 or even 300 cans a minute and 
other machines close the filled cans 
in a vacuum chamber away from the 
vitamin-destroying oxygen of the air. 
Open kettles filled with brine have 
been superseded by immense retorts 
holding thousands of cans and insur- 
ing a uniform cook at 242 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 90 minutes. Modern 
machines have brought speed to the 
salmon cannery, greatly improving its 
product. 

A Fifty-Million-Dollar Harvest. 

Each year some six million cases, 
or over 300,000,000 cans of healthful, 
nutritious salmon are packed in Alas- 
ka and the Pacific coast states. The 
industry furnishes employment to 
some’ 40,000 people, gathering the 
harvest from ocean fields and prepar- 
ing it for the markets of the world. 

A Wonderful Food. 

Of late years more attention has 
been given to the selection of the fam- 
ily’s food than was given by our 
grandparents, or even by our parents. 
This is partly due to the greater va- 
riety of food now made _ available 
through improvements in canning, re- 
frigeration, faster transportation, etc. 
The principal reason, however, is 
found in our greater knowledge of the 
needs of the body and of the foods 
which are capable of meeting those 
needs. One may now select wisely. 
There is also the natural desire to get 
the most for one’s money, so that the 
intelligent and thrifty shopper of to- 
day puts two questions to every item 
that goes into her market basket. 
What health-giving factors, in a form 
pleasant to take, will this bring to 
my family? What does it cost? Per- 
haps no single food can meet these two 
searching questions more satisfactorily 
than canned salmon. And now here 
are some splendid salmon recipes: 

Molded Salmon With Cucumber 

Sauce. 

One cup canned salmon, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 1 tablespoon sugar, 1 
tablespoon flour, 1 teaspoon dry mus- 
tard, few grains cayenne, 11-2 table- 
spoons butter, 3-4 cup milk, 2 egg 
yolks, 1-4 cup vinegar, 3-4 tablespoon 
granulated gelatine, 2 tablespoons cold 
water. 

Rinse salmon with cold water, re- 
move bones and skin and separate in 
flakes.. Mix all remaining ingredients 
except the gelatine and cook over a 
hot fire until slightly thickened. Add 
the gelatine, which has been softened 
with the cold water. Stir in the salm- 
on and chill in individual molds. 
Serve with cucumber sauce. 

Cucumber Sauce. 

One-half cup whipped cream, 1-4 
teaspoon salt; few grains cayenne, 2 
tablespoons vinegar, 1 large cucum- 


ber. 

Whip the cream until stiff. Add 
the salt, cayenne, Vinegar and cucum- 
ber, which has been pared, cut very 
fine and drained.

Lamb Holds Place of Honor 


On Menu for Easter Dinner 


Lamb is quite as much a part of 
the Easter menu as turkey is a part 
of the Christmas dinner. So closely 
is lamb associated with Easter that 
we call the lamb which comes to the 
market in the spring Easter lamb, but 
we must not forget that lamb of high 
quality is available at all seasons of 
the year. This is due to improved 
methods of production and distribu- 
tion. 


Everyone who serves meat as the 
center of the Easter Sunday dinner, 
and the great majority of us do, can 
find a lamb roast to suit the sige of 
her pocket book and the size of her 
family, provided she knows about the 
different cuts suitable for this pur- 
pose.

REACHING NEW PEAKS 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(4)— 
The stream of gold pouring into the 
nation’s coffers because of the govern- 
ment’s foreign gold purchases and re- 
turning capital reached the highest 
monthly total in the country’s history 
in February. 

This was disclosed today by foreign 
trade figures of the department of 
commerce. The report said improve- 
ment of exports continued in February 
while imports maintained their rela- 
tive level. Gold imports were $452,- 
622,000 in February compared with 
the previous high total of $158,000,- 
000 in December, 1916. The February 
record applied both to dollar value and 
weight, despite that it was calculated 
on the devalued dollar whi¢h contains 
about 40 per cent less gold than prior 
to devaluation. 

Total merchandise exports in Feb- 
ruary were $162,805,000 compared 
with $172,224,000 in January, and 


with $101,515,000 in February, 1933. 


‘The department said the apparent de- 


cline in February from January was 
less than usual between the two 
months and therefore’ represented an 
actual improvement in the nation’s ex- 
port position. 

-The gain over February last year 
was 43 per cent. 

Imports, at $132,938,000 in Feb- 
ruary were 2 per cent under January. 
but 41 per cent over February last 
year. The 2 per cent decline is usual 
between January and February. 


Doumergue ‘Big Stick’ 
Waved Over Deputies 


PARIS, March 28.—(®P)—Pre- 
mier Gaston Doumergue today threat- 
ened to dissolve parliament and place 
the inflation issue squarely up to the 
voters if his economy decrees are not 
approved by the chamber of deputies. 

The elderly premier, organizing an 
extensive fight to check devalorization 
of the franc, was firm in his inten- 
tion to offer the people a chance to 
decide should the chamber prove re- 
calcitrant. 

He has used his recently acquired 
dictatorial powers to decree econo- 
mies totaling approximately 4,000,000,- 
000 franes ($263,200,000) to balance 
the budget, but has met with delays 
in legislative procedure.

ROOSEVELT’S WORK 
LAUDED IN SPEECH 
BY M. ASHBY JONES 


MIAMI, Fla., March 28.—(7)— 
Government control of industry to 
rescue business from the fierce bat- 
tle-ground of unintelligent and greedy 
competition and organize it into a so- 
cial democracy” was advocated here 
today by Dr. M. Ashby Jones, Atlanta 
minister. 

Dr. Jones delivered the opening ad- 
dress at a convention here of 600 bot- 
tlers from southeastern states. States 
represented at the convention § are 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Arkansas. 

Championing the program of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Dr. Jones declared “it 
seeks to give economic value to human 
wants and to make business human by 
serving the interests and welfare of 
human life.” 

Dr. Jones, who also has filled pas- 
torates in Augusta and St. Louis, said 
that “in the close contagion of modern 
civilization business cannot thrive save 
in the social soil of a prosperous and 
contented people and can no longer be 
the private affair of individuals and 
groups. If it is to be the servant and 
not the master of human life, it must 
be controlled for and by human in- 
terests.” 

The Atlanta minister condemned the 
“rising crescendo of voices in protest 
against ‘government interference’ in 
business.” He said: “Those who lead 
us into the Valley of Death are de- 
manding freedom to repeat. the 
tragedy.” 

Terming the system that permitted 
the few to gain the bulk of national 
wealth “economic and social suicide,” 
Dr. Jones said that “demand” is not 
a physical but a spiritual force that 
can only be found in the intangible 
and invisible realm of a human per- 
sonality.” 


Vinson Seeks U. S. Aid 


For Private Industry 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Di- 
rect loans will be made by the RFC 
to private industry, if a bill intro- 
duced in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Carl Vinson, of Georgia, is 
enacted into law. 

“The purpose of the measure,” said 
its author, “is to increase the employ- 
ment of labor by authorizing the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
make loans by way of promissory 
notes, acceptances, rediscounts, pur- 
chase of securities or otherwise to 
any established industrial or com- 
mercial business. If these loans are 
made, such businesses can obtain 
working capital, reduce and refinance 
its outstanding indebtedness and make 
improvements and replacements.” 

Mr. Vinson explained that his bill 
provided that the RFC be fully and 
adequately secured for all loans made 
and that no loan could be extended 
over a period of more than five years. 
In order to make the loans conform 
to President Roosevelt’s recovery pro- 
gram, Mr. Vinson inserted a provision 
in his measure providing that no 
loans could be made to business estab- 
lishments which had not accepted and 
complied with the approved code of 
fair competition set up by the NRA 
for such businesses.

Ot Tots Who Like a Change 


Childreh of the preschool age, from 
three years of age to six, are often 
poorly nourished because they do not 
get the maximum benefit. nutrition- 
ally from their evening meal, It is 
too likely that this important meal 
will be quite unceremoniously served 
and rushed through in order that the 
youngster may be tucked in bed be- 
fore the rest of the family is ready 
for dinner. .- 

The children’s supper should be 
planned a week at a time. This will 
permit variety, and will avoid the 
constant worry about “what to serve 
This ‘supper should really 
have nothing whatever to do with the 
grown people's dinner, and should not 
even be served at the same time if 
possible to arrange otherwise. Even 
the best trained children want to eat 
what they see on other people's 
plates. 


The Carbohydrate Meal. 


_The evening meal should be very 
light in character, easily digested and 
quickly assimilated. The carbohydrate 
foods are ideal for it. Let-us see 
what such foods are. 

First of all potatoes. The very 
best kind of an evening meal] for the 
preschool child is a baked potato, sea- 
soned with thin cream and a little 
salt; a glass of milk, a graham crack- 
er or two and a light gelatin dex 
sert, or some fruit such as apple- 
sauce, 

The baked. potato meal may be va- 
ried by serving. a thin potato soup, 
generously sprinkled with a little very 
finely minced parsley. This soup 
should be made with whole milk, a 
little salt, and some mashed or riced 
potato. A tiny bit of onion for fla- 
voring may gradually be added as the 
child’s taste permits of: it. Serve 
crackers with it, and a rice pudding 
with raisins. ) 

Plain boiled potatoes may be rougb- 
ly chopped, and seasoned with cream 
and salt. The use of cream will be 
found more advantageous at night, 
because it stimulates bowel action’ to- 
ward morning, and because it does 
not delay digestion of the starchy 
foods so long as butter would. 

Other carbohydrate foods are use- 
ful. These may be selected from va- 
rious cream soups seasoned with 
strained or sieved vegetables, such as 
spinach, asparagus, pea, bean, carrot,

standby food for supper meals. For 
the 6-year-old, oyster stew may be 
tried with good success. 

The Cereal Meal. 


To vary the monotony of baked 
potato or soup, a cereal meal may be 
included once or twice a week. The 
cereal should be cooked, and served 
hot. Or try steamed rice, with milk 
and raisins. Oatmeal bread is sub- 
stantial and appetizing and really fur- 
nishes a lot of calories. A good. veg- 
etable soup, with plenty of well-cook- 
ed barley in it, is also welcomed as a 
change. . 

Cereals when cold may be sweetened 
and seasoned with chopped dried fruits 
such as prunes, apricots, and raisins, 
and then molded into fancy pudding 
mold shapes, These are to be served 
with cream and sugar for dessert, 
after a nice hot soup has been eaten, 
To provide chewing material with 
these meals, use dry toast, and hard 
crackers. 

Try some of these recipes which are 
made up with the pre-school child in 


mind. 
FARINA CUSTARD. 

One cup cooked farina, 11-2 cups 
milk, 2 beaten eggs, 1-2 cup sugar, 1-2 
teaspoon vanilla, 1-4 cup chopped 
prunes, cooked or raw. 

Combine ingredients, pour the mix- 
ture into a buttered baking dish and 
bake one-half hour in moderate oven. 
Serve hot or cold with cream. 
CEREAL DUMPLINGS FOR SOUP. 

One cup corn meal, 1 teaspoon salt, 
4 teaspoons baking powder, 1 cup 
whole wheat flour, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter, 1 cup milk. 

Sift corn meal, salt and baking pow- 
der onto the whole wheat flour, stir- 
ring, then add the melted butter and 
the milk and mix to a soft dough con- 
sistency. Drop by spoonfuls into boil- 
ing hot suup, cook 10 minutes with 
cover off the pot, then 10 minutes 
with cover on. 

CEREAL SOUP. 

To 2 cups plain broth or cream 
soup add 2 tablespoons cereal such as 
a farina or other fine cereal. Cook 
until done, then serve with finely 
chopped parsley. 

SPECIAL BREAD FOR CHILDREN 

Two cups cooked warm wheat ce- 
real, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-4 cup brown 
sugar, 1 tablespoon butter, 1-2 yeast 
cake, 2 cups whole wheat flour, 2 
cups graham flour, 1 cup seeded rai- 
sins, 1 cup stoned dates, 1-2 cup milk. 

Mix cereal, salt, sugar and shorten- 
ing. Scald milk, cool till lukewarm, 
mix the yeast with it. Add to cereal 
mixture, which must be as cool as the 
milk mixture. Add about 3 cups of 
the flour, place the other cup on the 
molding board, turn dough onto it, and 
knead till all the flour has been ab- 
sorbed or worked in. 

Put the dough into a greased bowl, 
set in a warm place to rise until dou- 
ble in bulk. Cut down and knead 
again, adding the raisins and dates cut 
small and floured. 

Shape into loaves, place in two 
grecsed bread pans. t stand till 
light and well risen a second time. 
Bake in moderate 350-degree oven for 
45 minutes. Do not cut or serve until 
at least one-day old. This is a very 
substantial and nutritious type of 
bread. 

Honey Bread Custard. 

Three slices buttered bread, 1 quart 
milk, 4 eggs, 1-4 cup sugar, 1 cup 
strained honey, preserved cherries or 
fruits. 

Beat eggs and sugar slightly, add 
milk and honey, Pour into a but- 
tered baking dish, place bread in the 
liquid, buttered side up. 

Bake in moderate oven until firm. 
Test the custard by inserting a plain 
silver knife blade in center. When 
the knife comes out clean, the custard 
is set. Pecorate on top with fresh 
or preserved fruits. Serve cold, with 


Collegiate Pudding. 

One-fourth cup hot cider or grape 
juice, 3-8 cup butter, 1 pint (2 cups) 
coarse stale bread crumbs, 1-2 pound 
chopped seeded raisins, 6 tablespoons 
sugar, 1 1-4 teaspoons ground .mace 
or grated nutmeg, 3 beaten eggs. | 

Melt the butter in the hot fruit 
juice, stir in the bread crumbs (or 
use stale cake crumbs). Add the 
raisins, sugar, spice and beaten eggs. 


| Beat together well for a few minutes, 


set the mixture away in cold place 
until it is firm. Then form into balls 
the size of an egg, fry in hot fat 
until golden brown. Or make into 
flat cakes like codfish cakes and fry 
in hot butter in a frying pan. Serve 
with any kind of sweet pudding sauce 
and garnish with some bright red 
jelly such as currant or green grape.

Recipes tor Tasty Dishes 


Carmelized Sweet Potatoes. 

One dozen small sweet potatoes boil- 
ed until tender. Peel and cut in halves 
and arrange in shallow baking dish. 
Boil one cup of water and one pint 
of brown sugar together for 10 min- 
utes, then add one tablespoon butter. 
Sprinkle salt and cinnamon over the 
potatoes then pour the syrup over and 
hake in a moderate oven until brown. 

Cauliflower. 

Drain a cooked cauliflower; sepa- 
rate into flowerettes and pour over 
the following sauce: Mix the yolks 
of two eggs, 1-4 cup cream, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon nutmeg and 
juice of 1-2 lemon. Cook in double 
boiler, stirring constantly until mix- 
ture thickens. Add 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, bit by bit, and when melted serve 
at once. 


Holiday Salad. 


First layer: One tablespoon gela- 
tine; 1-3 cup cold water; 1 cup sea- 
soned strained tomato juice. Second 
layer: One tablespoon unflavored gel- 
atine; 1-3 cup cold water; 1 cup boil-

Argo salmon, three pints milk, 
three cups diced potatees, one and 
one-half cups diced carrots, one 
peck i onion, finely chopped; four 
tablespoons butter or other fat, 
one cup flour, salt to taste, one 
and one-half tablespoons parsley.

TASTY FRENCH SAUCES 
ARE EASY 10 MAKE 


One of the things that American 
travelers notice about French cook- 
ery is the deliciousness of their meat 
Sauces.and gravies. This is one 
branch of the culinary art where we 
can profitably improve our technique. 

It is the exception rather than the 
rule for the American or Canadian 
home to boast of the savory herbs 
and leaves and Toots and whole or 
ground spices with which the conti- 
nental European kitchen abounds. 
Yet it is these seemingly insignificant 
things that enhance, or detract from 
a really good meat dish. 

House wives on this side of the At- 
lantic cook with onion, while the 
French housewife knows her garlic, 
and uses it judiciously. 

Every market or vegetable store in 
the foreign districts of our large cities 
teems with these flavor ingredients. 
Mint, cress, chives, chicory, dried 
mushrooms, garlic, ginger root and all 
kinds of dried vegetables abound. 

Let’s learn to use them, and thus 
make the inexpensive and plainer 
cuts of meat more and more palatable 
and interesting. 

Mint Butter for Hot Lamb. 


Blend one-fourth cup mildly salt- 
ed butter with 1-3 cup chopped mint 
leaves and 1-2 teaspoon lemon juice. 
Spread over a roasted shoulder of 
lamb just before serving. Delicious. 
Good as a spread for lamb sand- 
wiches, too. 

Pimiento Butter. 

This colorful and flavorful butter 
enhances any mild tasting fish. Pound 
or mash 1 small can pimiento to a 
pulp and blend it with a pound of 
butter. If this is too large a quantity, 
use a single piece of pimiento with a 
third cup butter and a few drops 
lemon juice. This may be sieved Be- 
fore serving. 

Curry Sauce. 

Two tablespoons butter, 2 tables- 
spoons flour, 1 teaspoon curry pow- 
der, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 cups lamb or 
veal stock, 1-2 medium onion, sliced, 
1-2 cup seedless raisins. 

Fry the onion till golden brown and 
remove it from pan. Then make the 
sauce in pan by melting butter, blend- 
ing in the flour, curry and cooking" 
in the meat stock. Stir well to prevent 
lumping while adding the liquid. Cook 
few minutes, seasoning to taste, then 
add the raisins and serve with cooked 
lamb or veal. Left-over lamb and 
veal are greatly improved if heated in 
a cu sauce. 

Horseradish Sauce. 


One teaspoon mustard, 1 teaspoon 
vinegar, 3 teaspoons cream, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon black pepper, 1-3 
cup grated horseradish. 

Mix ingredients in order given, beat 
well. The amount of grated horserad- 
ish used should be varied to make 
the final sauce the consistency of 
thick cream. Some whipped cream 
may be added to make a milder sauce, 
such as that served with beef a la 
mode. 


Hot Mexican Sauce. 


Brown 1 minced onion and 2 cloves 
garlic in 1 tablespoon hot olive oil. 
Blend carefully into this 1 tablespoon 
chili powder, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
teaspoon crushed thyme or bay leaves 
and add 1 pint (2 cups) rich stock 
and 1 cup tomato puree. Season highly 
with black pepper.

Three and one-half crps sifted cake 
flour, 3 teaspoons baking powder,°1 
cup butter or other shortening, 2 cups 
sugar, 4 egg yolks, well beaten; 1 cup 
milk, 1-2 teaspoon vanilla, 4 egg 
whites, stiffly beaten. 

Sift,flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, and sift together three 
times. Cream butter thoroughly, add 
sugar gradually, and cream together 
until light and fluffy. Add egg yolks. 
Add flour, alternately with milk, a 
small amount at a time. Beat after 
each addition until smooth. Add va- 
nilla; fold in egg whites. Bake in 
three greased 9-inch layer pans in 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.). Put 
layer together with custard cream 
filling and cover cake with orange 
frosting. 


French Meat Loaf. 


For one pound cold minced beef 
allow two ounces raw liver. Melt 
one tablespoon butter in a saucepan, 
into this slice an onion and let it cook 
gently for ten minutes. Then remove 
the bits of onion with a fork. Now 
put in the liver, cut in fine pieces. 
Cook slowly for five minutes, then add 
enough stock or water to cover. Sea- 
sen with one-half teaspoon ‘mixed 
spices. Add plenty of salt, but no 
pepper. Next, stir in the minced beef 


which has been mixed with a heaping | 


tablespoon of flour. Put the pan over 
the flame and stir until the hash 
just boils. 
ze oeeeers and cook gently until the 
sh is warmed through. 
- This, then, is the hash which is 
used to make the “meat loaf.” Cut 
the top crust off a new loaf of bread. 
Scoop out the inside, leaving only a 
hollow shell. Fill with the hash and 
put the top crust back. Pour left- 
over gravy over the loaf until the 
crust is well soaked. Put in a bdfit- 
tered tin and bake in a quick oven un- 
til the crust begins to brown. Slice 
down through the loaf and serve hot. 
To stretch the meat, crumbs from 
the loaf may be mixed with the hash, 
but this should be done at the time of 
warming the minced beef with the liv- 
er, else the bread will have a raw 
taste which is not desirable.

Shape into flat 
cakes and set aside to become cold 
and firm. Fry to a delicate brown in 
+ hath or bacon fat. 

Place = potato cake on a thin 
slice of broiled ham. Put in a warm 
place.. Now to cook the eggs, pour 
boiling water into a frying pan and 
info it break eggs; do not put too 
many in the pan at one time. Do 
not allow the water to boil during 
the cooking period. Add more water 
if necessary to cover the eggs. As 
soon as an egg is set on the bottom, 
run a spatula beneath it so that the 
egg will float in the water. When the 
egg is slightly coagulated throughout, 
remove it to the top of a potato cake. 
Serve on a platter garnished with 
watercress or sprigs of parsley.

1 tablespoon salt.

_ Cook sweetbreads for 20 minutes 
in boiling water and vinegar. Plunge 
in cold water until required.

Place al- 
monds in boiling water for one min- 
ute, then in cold water; remove the 
brown skins,- cut in small pieces and 
put in oven until delicately browned. 
Peel mushroom caps and remove 
stems. Cover skins and stems with 
one cup of cold water and cook 
gently until reduced to 1-2 cup.

Remove mush- 
rooms and add _ three _ tablespoons 
butter to butter in pan. When melted 
add three tablespoons flour, and when 
smooth add milk and mushroom 
stock slowly, stirring all the time, 
Bring to boiling point, add sweet- 
breads and mushroom caps and cream. 
Again bring to the boiling point and 
keep hot over hot water, Just before 
serving, add salt, pepper, celery salt, 
and almonds.

EASTER CANDLES. 

During Easter time it is the custem 
in many Christian churches to burn 
more candles than is usual. On Holy 
Saturday, the day before Easter, the 
‘‘naschal candle” is placed on the altar 
and lighted. This candle is very large 
and there is a rule that it must be at 


old record states that he “turned night 
into day” by burning “pillars of wax.” 

Modern candles are made largely 
of the wax of bees; of tallow and 
“sterin,” both products of fat and of 
paraffin, a waxy substance obtained 
from wood, coal and crude oil. Wicks 
of the present day are made from cot- 
ton or linen thread of yarn. 

During the middle ages and going 
back as far as the year 575, there was 
a custom in Europe which seems 
strange to us. People went to shrines 
and made offerings of candles equal to 
their own height. Thus if a man was 
six feet tall he would take a six-foot 
candle to a shrine, or else a number 
of candles which would measure six 
feet if placed end to end. These ¢can- 
dles were burned in front of the stat- 
ue of a saint. The custom was called 
“measuring to” the saint. It was most 
common in England and France. 

In early days of the Christian church 
there was a dispute as to whether can- 
dies should be burned in the daytime, 
One writer dec!ared that candles ought 
to be used only to drive away dark- 
ness: but St. Jerome answered by say-

Although the value of exports de- 
cil ed, the decline was less than usual 
at this season. The department thus 
interpreted the figures as indicating 
an imporvement over January. Usual- 
ly exports decline 11 per cent between 
January and February, but this year 
the decrease was 5 per cent. 

Imports declined 2 per 
usual amount. 

The gain in exports over the ex- 
tremely low levels of a year ago was 
43 per cent and in imports 41 per 
cent.

There are 
few bulls at the moment, although 
here and there is the feeling that some 
business indications are sufficient to 
warrant better prices for high grade 
stocks.

Revived interest in Canadian stocks 
noticed today. thereby leading to addi- 
tional Wall Street talk that American 
investors will transfer operations to 
inter-listed shares of Canada.

Ways To Speed Aging of Liquor 
Told at Chemical Society Meeting 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Fila., March 
28.—(?)}—Four ways to make new 


eee _ old in a hurry were being 

chemists, Dr. Foster D. 
Snell. of Brooklyn, N. Y., told the 
American Chemical Society Wednes- 
day in a joint report with J. Mitchell 
Fain. 

In one method a “liquor fall” of 
the fluid is run over a lamp from 
which artificial sunlight comes. Here 
the same kind of rays that produce 
sunburn on the body shine on it and 
quicken the aging process. A second 
system produces “liquor soda water” 
by bubbling air, oxygen or ozone 
through the spirits in a process sug- 
gestive of the making of ginger ale, 
but using oxygen instead of carbon 
dioxide. Oxidation of certain mate- 
ria’ in the liquors is hastened and 
the aging process s ed up. 

In another variety of artificial 
aging electricity is passed through 
the liquor and oxygen and hydrogen 
come off as in the case of water if 
the same thing is done. This proc- 
ess, called electrolysis, is a common 
means of separating fluids into their 
constituent parts. One of the newest 
uses is to concentrate “heavy water” 
from the normal, lighter kind.

Finally the aging js speeded. _ by 
using catalysts, substances in whose 
presence chemical reactions are ac- 
celerated, and which produce unusual 
results without losing anything them- 
selves by so-doing. The liquors are 
heated and a “fog” or vapor is 
blowm over the catalysts. To hasten 
the formation of esters, the substances 
that give whisky its aroma, oxides of 


lead silicon, cerium and uranium are 
used; for flavors, the catalysts are 
copper, nickle, cobalt and titanium. 

“During the aging process,” Dr. 
Snell declared. “the constituents of 
alcohol spirits undergo chemical 
change. A study of the changes tak- 
ing place in whisky stored in wood, 
over a period of years, revealed im- 
portant relation between the acid, 
ester, color and solid content of a 
properly aged whisky. These char- 
acteristics serve to differentiate it 
from artificial mixtures. and from 
young spirits. High color, high solid 
content and high alcoholic concentra- 
tion are generally accompanied by 
high acid and ester content. Low 
color and solid content go with a 
small amount of acids and esters. 

“In the aging process the acids at 
first form more rapidly than the 
esters,” Dr. Snell declared. ‘Later 
the esters form more rapidly so that 
by the end of the fourth year they 
are present in the same amounts as 
the acids. This equilibrium is main- 
tained. The amount of higher alco- 
hols in the matured whisky increase 
in proportion to the alcoholic concen- 
trations.” 

He made no claim, Dr. Snell said, 
that chemists had attained complete 
success in aging liquors artificially. 
Intensive research is going on and 
there is hope that one-year-old whis- 
ky may soon rival 16-year bonded 
liquor in taste and smell and at a 
vastly lower cost. 

Chemists are glad that prohibition 
is ended, he added, for they no longer 
have to listen to the pleas of beot- 
leggers for synthetic liquor recipes, or 
for methods of breaking down the 
government formulae by which alcohol 
was rendered unfit to drink. They 
can now turn their attention to the 
problems of the legal distillers.

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 28.—
